invention between minimizing load on the network while ensuring that a sufficient 
number of IP addresses are distributed to serve all requests. 

b. As to point (1), Schutte et al, U.S. Patent 6,178,455, taught sending IP addresses 
between the global processor and the application processors. Schutte et al did not teach 
wherein the size of the blocks are dynamically adjusted to minimize the amount of traffic 
required to request and while ensuring that a sufficient number of blocks is available to 
serve all requests. Eikeland, U.S. Patent 5,828,837, taught the size of the block that is 
sent to the user is dynamically adjusted according to the amount of traffic while ensuring 
that a sufficient number of IP packets are distributed to serve all requests (col. 5, lines 62- 
col. 6, lines 30). All cited references were cited in the previous office action. The 
combined teachings of Schutte et al and Eikeland taught the limitations substantially as 
claimed in claim 1 1 .
